Over Sneak-Punch Delivered In 
Recent Legislative Session 


Undercover Moves By Certain Representatives 
Of Industry Hold Off Labor Truce; State 
Labor Body Is Determined That Truce 


Be Firm and Undeviatin

Scoring a complete victory over a sneak punch aimed by 


anti-labor forces within and without the state legislature, repre- 
sentatives of the California State Federation of Labor were suc- 
cessful in securing the passage of a bill of the greatest im- 
portance to the war effort which, without changing the present 
law in any way, empowers the® 


governor to relax the 8-hour 
day and 48-hour week limita- 
tion for women_ employes 
whenever an employer en- 
gaged in an industry essential to 
the war gives sufficient proof of 
his need for such a relaxation. 

The struggle over this legis- 
lation—assembly bill 770—was 
two-fold: to prevent the pas- 
sage of a dangerously reaction- 
ary bill, and to enact a law 
which would ease the tight 
manpower situation in Califor- 
nia’s war industries, and at the 
same time retain the laws 
which have for so long pro- 
tected Californias’ women 
workers. In its original ver- 
sion, A.B. 770 would have wiped 
the 8-hour day and 48-hour week 
limitation out of existence, 
establishing in their place a 10- 
hour day and a 60-hour week, 
and forbidding the industrial 
welfare commission to make 
any rules or regulations calling 
for fewer hours than the above 
for the duration of the war.

to this struggle is the fact that it 
brought out into the open at least

production by providing exemp- | 
tions for various requirements | 


relating to employment and | 
working conditions of em- | 
ployes,” which would encom- 

pass the entire subject matter | 


and afford sufficient relief to | 
industry without amending the 
labor code, or subjecting women 
employes in any way to the | 
risks of accidents and impaired 
health, Nevertheless, in spite 
of the promise of the represen- | 
tatives of industry and the 
legislature to confer further

BYS.J.D J. DONOHUE : plumbers are 


in demand not only in Alameda 
county but also in Contra Costa 
and San Francisco counties and 
all the other bay area is not in- 
formation that 
is at all new 
to the mem- 
bers of the 
unions of the 
building trades 
council of this 
county. Up to 
the present 
date, we have 
20 journeymen who have either en- 
listed or were inducted into the 
armed forces and 58 apprentices. 
This at least should advise the 
members of this local union not to 
lose any time in informing the of- 
fice when they are out of employ- 
ment, in order that we may be able 
to furnish plumbers to-the local 
shops who have been loyal to the 
rules and regulations of our organi- 


zation and who are at the present 


time in dire need of help. In the 
past we have been able to fill the 
demands with advanced apprentices 
but on account of their induction 
into the service, this curtails our 
efforts along that line. 


Due to the number of requests 
regarding the income tax require- 
ments, I have gathered this in- 
formation for the benefit of the 
members: If a member earns the 
amount of $3,000.00 in any one year 
from an individual employer, his 
employer will cease deducting for 
social security and unemployment 
insurance. In the event that he 
should change employers, he should 
notify his new employer that he 
has already paid the amount re- 
quired of him to both these agen- 
cies. However, if his employer 
should make further reductions it 
would be necessary for him to go 
to the office of the social security 
board in the post office building 
and to the unemployment insur- 
ance compensation office at 12th 
and Oak streets, Oakland, from 
whom he would secure blanks to 
request reimbursement for’ the 
amount that he paid over the sum 
of $3,000.00.

A. F. L. Starts Drive 
At Schwab Shipyard 


Election To Be Sought For 
20,000 Employes at Bethlehem’s 
Massachusetts Plant 


One of the biggest shipyard or- 
ganizing drives on the east coast 
has been launched by the interna- 
tional brotherhood of boiler makers 
and other A. F. of L. unions at the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding company’s 
yard in Hingham, Mass., employing 
2,000 workers. 

Many of the employes are 

A. F. of L. members who have 
come in from other industries, 
and thousands of the new work- 
ers are pouring into the federa- 
tion, boiler makers’ officials 
said. An election at the yard 
may soon be sought. 

Meanwhile, the boiler makers and 
machinists announced another ship- 
yard election triumph. They won 
a national labor relations board poll 
at the ship repair yard of the Port 
Houston Iron works in Houston, 
Texas, by an 8-to-1 majority. This 
follows a similar landslide victory 
scored recently at the big Houston 
Shipbuilding corporation.

Low Wage Standards Declared 
To Be Catching Up; Labor 
Shortage Responsible 


Dixie’s wage standards, which 
have been traditionally lower than 
the rest of the country, are begin- 
ning to catch up, L. Metcalfe Wall- 
ing, administrator of the wage- 
hour act, revealed. 


Southern employers seem 
more anxious to increase the 
wages of workers than those in 
the north, Walling said. Man- 
agement requests for sanction 
to boost pay go first to local 
wage-hour offices and then to 
the national war labor board. 


Walling said a big factor in this 
trend is the competition between 
the north and south for manpower 
and as a result “something is stir- 
ring in Dixie.” 


“The new south 
march,” he declared.

Today (Friday) Is 
Lincoln's Birthday 


In the midst of a global war for 
human liberty, we Americans honor 
this week the birthday of a mar- 
|tyred president who dedicated his 
life to freedom, justice and equality. 
One hundred and thirty-four years 
ago—on February 12, 1809—Abra- 
|}ham Lincoln was born in a log 
cabin in Kentucky. 

3ecause he believed in liberty 
j and human equality, he was forced 
|to lead his country through a try- 
ing war-—a civil war to preserve a 
nation “conceived in liberty and 
| dedicated to the proposition that all 
men are created equal.” Today that 
nation is fighting again for its sur- 
vival. And an enemy that mocks 
equality and would substitute slav- 
ljery for freedom seeks ruthlessly 
to destroy the union that Abraham 
Lincoln struggled to keep together. 
Never before in all our history are 
|the ideals of Lincoln more 
than they are to us today in the 
midst of the grim warfare in which 
we are engaged. And the principles 
|for which he fought are principles 
| we are defending now. 


Our enemies have destroyed free- 
dom and equality among the little 
people of ill-fated Europe. Not con- 
tent with that, they have turned on 
us, trying desperately to crush us 
from within as well as from with- 
out.

not, who during the taxable year 
was dependent upon and received 
his chief support from the tax- 
payer, provided the dependent was 
either (a) under 18 years of age, or 
(b) incapable of self-support be- 
cause mentally or physically defec- 
tive. 

The credit for dependents is 
based upon actual financial depen- 
dency and not mere legal de- 
pendency. It is not necessary that 
the dependent be related to the tax- 
payer, but the taxpayer must have 
provided more than one-half of the 
support, or there is no dependency. 

The term “mentally or physical- 
ly defective’ includes not only 
those who are mentally afflicted 
and physically crippled, but also 
persons who, by reason of old age 
or impaired health, are incapable 
of self-support. The state of mental 
or physical defect need not be of a 
permanent nature, but if it existed 
for only a portion of the year, then 
the credit for dependent can be 
claimed only for that portion of 
the year during which the depen- 
dent was supported by the tax- 
payer 

A person may not acquire a 
credit for dependent by reason of 
support of a person qualifying as a 
dependent if, as a result of such 
support, he acquires a head of 
family exemption, but may acquire 
a credit for dependent by reason 
of additional persons qualifying as 
dependents whom he supports. Thus, 
if a person claims head of family 
exemption on account of support of 
an aged mother or father, incap- 
able of self-support, or a child, he 
would not be entitled to a credit 
for such dependent; but if he sup- 
ported more than one such person 
he could claim credit for such addi- 
tional persons provided they were 
under 18 years of age or incapable 
of self support. 

Credit for dependents may not be 
divided between two persons filing 
separate returns, but must be taken 
by the one contributing the chief 
support. A credit for dependents 
may be claimed by a father who 
provides the support of his chil- 
dren living with his divorced wife, 
if the support is provided as the 
result of a court decree or as the 
result of an agreement between 
husband and wife. 

The credit for a dependent, allow- 

able to a taxpayer filing on Form 
1040, is $250, and is proportionate 
with the number of months of de- 
pendency. Thus, for a child born 
on July 1, the credit allowable 
would be $175 (for six months), and 
if a child became 18 years of age 
on July 1 the credit allowable would 
be $175. One-half a month or less is 
not counted as a month; more than 
one-half a month is counted as a 
month in calculating the credit. 
A credit of $385 for each depen- 
dent on July 1 of the year is allow- 
able to a taxpayer using simplified 
Form 1040-A.
